the Arab and Islamic world — 60% of the people in nine countries believed the ‘Big Lie’ 
that Jews were behind the 9/11 terrorist attack; Holocaust denial is becoming more 
and more acceptable — ADL issued reports for the public, the Congress, and the 
media exposing the hatred. When blaming the Jews for the U.S. war against Saddam 
Hussein entered the mainstream, ADL led the effort to call it what it is — classic anti- 
semitism. 

We seek to change hearts and minds. ADL’s programs such as Confronting Anti- 
semitism, the A WORLD OF DIFFERENCE® Institute, and Bearing Witness are all 
intended to bring about long-term improvements in attitudes towards Jews. 

We take seriously both the need to protect civil liberties, which are at the heart of 
the protection of minorities in America, and security for America, without which there 
can be no full freedom, the hallmark of the United States. In this regard, we work 
closely with law enforcement officials across the country, while also standing up 
against the stereotyping of all Muslims. 

And we act on the diplomatic front, holding a major International Conference on 
Global Anti-Semitism, meeting with dozens of leaders of European and other 





countries, and testifying before the U.S. Congress on anti-Semitism.

DEFENDING FREEDOM, STRENGTHENING SECURITY 





[' 2002, ADL fought increasing anti-Semitism and extremism around the 
world and in the U.S., monitored disturbing anti-Semitic trends, exposed 
extremists and challenged threats to civil liberties. 

The League worked with law enforcement at all levels, from Washington, DC, 
to local communities, in the quest to protect Americans against international 
terrorism and extremism. ADL also sought to ensure that the basic rights and 
liberties of Americans would not be sacrificed to this struggle. And we defended 
religious freedom against those who would attempt to tear down the wall of 
constitutional church-state separation. 


Partnering with Law Enforcement 

To strengthen law enforcement'’s ability to fight terrorists and extremists, ADL 
provided information and training all across the U.S. 

More than 500 representatives of federal, state and local law enforcement 
attended “Extremist and Terrorist Threats: Protecting America After 9/11,” co- 
sponsored by ADL and the Federal Bureau of Investigation. The program, held at 
the FBI Academy in Quantico, VA, included briefings from ADL Civil Rights staff 
and FBI and other nationally recognized experts on extremist groups, 
investigative techniques, counterterrorism strategies, domestic security and 
threat assessment. Portions of the conference were broadcast over the FBI's Law 
Enforcement Training Network (LETN). 

At ADL National Headquarters in New York City, the Committee on Terrorism 
of the International Association of Chiefs of Police (IACP) met to discuss strategies 
for fighting Islamic fundamentalism and domestic terrorism. For Committee 
members, including representatives of the FBI, the Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacco 
and Firearms, the U.S. Secret Service and Department of State, the Amtrak Police 
Department, and numerous other law enforcement agencies from around the 
country, ADL demonstrated the ongoing updates of the Law Enforcement Agency 
Resource Network (LEARN) Web page and the new CD-ROM guide to Extremism 
in America. 


Terrorism Abroad, Extremism at Home 

In the year following September 11, ADL tracked the activities of international 
terrorist organizations through our periodic report, /errorism Update, and 
continually updated information at www.adl.org. A special issue of /errorism 
Update, “Attack on America: One Year Later,” dealt with the continuing investigation 
into the 9/11 attacks, the current status of the Al Qaeda terrorist network, efforts to 
track Al Qaeda and other terrorists with links to the group, and civil liberties and 
related issues raised by the U.S. government's anti-terrorism measures. Through- 
out the year, /errorism Update, which is made possible by a grant from the William 
and Naomi Gorowitz Institute on Terrorism and Extremism in cooperation with the 
Leon and Marilyn Klinghoffer Foundation, also continued to document acts of 
violence by extremist groups and individuals in the U.S. and overseas, 
counterterrorism work of law enforcement, and trials and other legal proceedings 
involving accused terrorists. 

The League also exposed and combated the activities of right-wing extremist 
groups. With the goal of increased cooperation in the fight against hatred, ADL staff 
members joined two conferences on “The Extreme Right in Germany and the United 
States” — one in New York City, one in Berlin — with representatives of American and 
German non-governmental organizations dealing with hate and extremism. 


Vital Information Online 

The League's LEARN Web page, www.adi.org/learn, continued to expand 
its timely coverage of issues relevant to the law enforcement community. The site Is 
frequently updated with articles on extremism in the news, in-depth ADL reports on 
topics in extremism, information on hate crimes, resources for law enforcement, a 
chronology of extremist-related criminal activity, a hate symbols database and 
state-by-state listings of future and past extremist events. It also includes a link to 
the ADL publication Extremism in America: A Guide, the only continually updated, 
fully searchable encyclopedia of American extremism. 


Data on Extremists Now on CD 

Bringing 21st-century technology to law enforcement, ADL'’s 
Extremism in America has been expanded and made available 
on CD-ROM. Researched by ADL's nationally renowned experts, 
it offers a detailed look at the most significant extremist 
individuals, groups, and movements. 

The CD-ROM — which includes a full-color directory of the 
most prominent symbols used by hate groups and individuals, 
with complete descriptions and links — was featured in a full-page 
ad in Police Chief magazine, and offered free to attendees at the 
annual conference of the IACP. Extremism in America |s also 
available as a loose-leaf book and is accessible through the 
www.adi.org/learn Web page. 


ADL Reports on Extremism and Terrorism 

e Countering Suicide Terrorism, hailed by The Washington Times 
as “the only volume ever published that explains the issue of 
suicide terrorism,” iS a product of the partnership between ADL 
and the Israel-based International Policy Institute for Counter- 
Terrorism (ICT), which works to track and expose terrorists 
worldwide. The report deals with responses to the disturbing 
phenomenon of suicide terrorism, including insights from an 
international group of counterterrorism experts and specific 
case studies taken from the experiences of several countries. 

e Jihad Online: Islamic Terrorists and the Internet explored ways 
in which the terrorist underworld and its supporters have been 
exploiting the Internet to serve their purposes. 

e The use of computer video games by racist groups such as the 
National Alliance and World Church of the Creator to promote 
violence against Blacks, Latinos and Jews was detailed in a

Bigots Who Rock: An ADL List of Hate Music Groups focused 
on rock-music bands in the U.S. and 33 other countries, mostly 
in Europe, that use hate-filled lyrics or have active links to 
organized hate groups. The report documented the roots of the 
hate rock movement and the involvement of the extremist 
National Alliance through its ownership of Resistance Records, 
the leading American hate rock record label and distributor. It 
includes the names of more than 500 hate rock bands, listed 


alphabetically and by country. Bigots Who Rock is also available 
online at www.adi.org. 

e Dangerous Convictions: An Introduction to Extremist Activities in 
Prisons explored how racist, anti-Semitic ideology moves 
beyond prison walls through extremist publications, the Internet, 
and criminal activities. 


ADL also updated and expanded our online database of hate 
symbols, Hate on Display: Extremist Symbols, Logos and Tattoos, 
a section of the League's Web site that is frequently visited by law 
enforcement officers and educators. 

ADL continued to monitor the neo-Nazi National Alliance (NA) 
— described by the League as “the most dangerous hate group in 
America’ — after the death of its longtime leader and founder 
William Pierce, who had expanded the organization nationwide 
and promoted it through radio broadcasts, publications and a 
white power music label, Resistance Records. ADL spotlighted 
the activities of Mr. Pierce’s chosen successor, Resistance chief 











Erich Gliebe, including a “Rock Against Israel” white power concert and anti-Israel 
rally in Washington, DC, in September. The League also exposed the NA’s efforts to 
insinuate itself into other largely youth-driven movements such as the campaign 
against globalization. 


Helping Communities ‘Think Security’ 

In these times of heightened anxiety, ADL’s Security Awareness Initiative is a 
major source of security information and expertise for Jewish institutions. 

A nationwide ADL survey of synagogues and Jewish community centers found 
that 80 percent of resoondents consider ADL a good source of security information. 
However, one-fourth had not reviewed any areas of security in the previous 18 
months, and on average, respondents devoted 10 percent of their time to security. 

To address this, ADL expanded its security awareness manuals and training 
programs. ADL’s “Think Security” campaign ran ads in major synagogue magazines, 
reaching hundreds of thousands of Jewish families and synagogue leaders. 

The League published Security For the High Holy Days... And Every Day, which 
offered tips to community institutions preparing for the holidays. ADL Regional 
Offices conducted security training seminars in partnership with local law 
enforcement. ADL security publications and information are available online at 
www.adi.org/security. 


Fighting Hate on Campus 

The ongoing Middle East conflict contributed to a significant upsurge in anti- 
Israel, anti-Zionist activity on American college and university campuses — much of 
which crossed the line into blatant anti-Semitism. At a number of universities, there 
were calls for administrators to divest their holdings in Israel, while others have 
invited figures such as the poet Tom Paulin, who called for the murder of Jewish 
settlers on the West Bank, to speak. 

ADL brought the problem to the attention of college administrators, distributed 
copies of Advocating for Israel: An Activist’s Guide to more than 10,000 college 
students, and helped Hillel and other campus Jewish groups to respond. 


San Francisco 

When the San Francisco area was hit by a wave of more than 100 anti-Semitic 
incidents — ranging from threatening phone calls and e-mails to synagogue 
firebombings — between January and September 2002, ADL’s Central Pacific 
Regional Office organized a campaign of response. It was highlighted by the 
Covenant to Eradicate Anti-Semitism and Hate in the Bay Area, a document signed 
by local elected officials including Mayors Willie Brown of San Francisco and Jerry 
Brown of Oakland, and other civic leaders and public figures. The campaign also 
included media outreach, direct-mail fundraising, and security and hate crimes 
training for local Jewish institutions. 


Chicago 

Over 100 Residential Advisors at the University of Chicago received hate 
crime and diversity training from ADL after several anti-Semitic and anti-Israel 
incidents occurred on campus the previous spring. ADL also consulted with the 
University’s campus police, as several incidents involved persons not affiliated 
with the school. 

During the Spring 2002 semester, after a group of Jewish students had 
issued a statement detailing the incidents, Greater Chicago/Upper Midwest 
Regional Director Richard Hirschhaut met with University administrators. In the 
weeks that followed, the University officially acknowledged that anti-Semitic 
attitudes and behavior had been plaguing the campus. 





Safeguarding Religious Freedom 

Around the world — especially in the Middle East —- we have seen the conse- 
quences when religion takes over the public sphere. Religious hatred has sparked 
state-sanctioned violence in India, and played a major role in the Israeli-Palestinian 
conflict; millions of Iranians live under a dictatorial theocracy; religious minorities are 
persecuted in Egypt and Irag, among other nations. Throughout 2002, ADL worked 
to preserve the constitutional wall of church-state separation, which prevents any 
single religion from unduly influencing public policy while protecting the religious 
freedom of individual citizens. 





ADL continued to express strong reservations about President Bush’s faith- 
based initiative or “charitable choice” plan, which would channel tax dollars to 
religious institutions that administer social services. Such a plan, said the League, 
“undermines the unique protection from government interference that the U.S. 
Constitution gives to religion.” 


The debate over school vouchers dominated ADL'’s church-state work this year. 


The League filed an amicus curiae (friend of the court) brief before the Supreme 
Court in the case of Zelman v. Simmons-Harris, which dealt with a voucher program 
in Ohio. ADL'’s position — that vouchers violate church-state separation and 
undermine public schools — was rejected by the Court, which held that government 
may provide vouchers to pay for private, religious education. But the League 
redoubled its efforts against voucher programs on the state and local level, meeting 
with like-minded organizations in Washington, DC, to coordinate strategy. 

ADL also advocated on behalf of persons who were subject to job 
discrimination because of their religion — including several Muslims who were 
denied the right to wear head coverings as dictated by their religious beliefs. 


ADL 2002 Church-State Publications 

e Religious Accommodation in the Workplace: Your Rights and Obligations — 
Substantially revised and reissued in 2002, this publication serves as a guide for 
employers and workers about protections of religious rights provided by federal law. 

e Religion in the Public Schools and ABCs of Religion in the Public Schools poster — 
ADL made copies of these publications, which provide clear guidelines on issues 
involving religion and schools, available to nearly every major school district in the 
country. 

¢ www.adli.org/church-state, a new section of the ADL Web site, was 
launched this year to bring all of ADL’s church-state materials together in a single, 
easily accessed location for the media and the general public.

Wasnt — This in-depth report on world reaction to Operation Defensive Shield, the 
Israeli Army offensive against terrorism in the West Bank, cites a range of sources 
to illustrate how international organizations, non-governmental agencies, foreign 
governments and the media prematurely accused Israel of committing atrocities 
in the course of military operations in the Jenin refugee camp in April 2002.

AY of anti-Jewish hatred swept across the globe in 2002. As Mr. Foxman 
observed, “I did not believe that in my lifetime, anti-Semitism would again 
become a clear and present danger.” Much of it stems from the ongoing conflict in 
the Middle East — yet it also exploits centuries-old lies and stereotypes. It takes many 
forms, from verbal abuse, vandalism and slanderous writings to physical assault, 
arson and bombings. 

ADL'’s work in 2002 took place against the backdrop of this danger, informing 
our efforts and giving them added urgency. 

In Germany, a memorial to Holocaust victims was defaced and the accom- 
panying museum firebombed — on the eve of the High Holidays. In Egypt, a TV mini- 
series drew on the notorious forgery [he Protocols of the Elders of Zion to depict 
Jews conspiring at world domination. On many campuses, pro-Palestinian groups 
led demonstrations filled with anti-Jewish rhetoric. 

These are just a few examples of the rise of global anti-Semitism, which ADL 
called the greatest threat to the Jewish people since the end of World War Il. As the 
organization for whom fighting anti-Semitism has always been a top priority, ADL was 
quick to respond. 


A Call to Action 

ADL convened an extraordinary, special Conference on Global Anti-Semitism, 
attended by over a hundred Jewish leaders from around the world who came to New 
York to discuss the crisis and draw up a plan of action to combat tt. 

The conference, which began with an address by Nobel laureate Elie Wiesel, 
was attended by Jewish community representatives, ambassadors and ministers 
from Europe, the former Soviet Union, and North, Central and South America, journ- 
alists, government officials and scholars. Participants described outbreaks of anti- 
Semitism in their countries, and agreed to share ideas and strategies for fighting this 
plague — and mobilizing the Jewish community against what Mr. Foxman called “its 
greatest challenge since the Holocaust.” The League also produced a DVD of the 
Conference, which was hand-delivered to the U.S. Congress and distributed to 
diplomats from key European and Central and South American nations. 


Fighting ‘The Hate Industry’ 

ADL exposed the vicious anti-Jewish, anti-Israel and anti-U.S. propaganda 
emanating trom the Middle East, in what has been described as a “hate industry.” 

The worst offenders were Egypt and Saudi Arabia. The League published two 
new reports on officially sanctioned anti-Semitism in those nations: Anti-Semitism in 
the Egyptian Meaia, February 2001-February 2002 and Demonizing Jews: Anti- 
Semitism in the Saudi Media, September 2001-September 2002. Demonizing Jews 
noted that such bigotry goes side by side with “the widespread anti-Western and anti- 
American intolerance in Saudi culture and the Saudi educational system.” The report 
on Egypt was issued to coincide with the visit of that country’s President, Hosni 
Mubarak, to Washington, forcing him to address the issue of anti-Semitism when he 
set foot in this country. When the Saudi government launched a major public relations 
offensive in the U.S., ADL published an “Open Letter” to Saudi leaders, saying that 
their campaign had failed because it was “patently at odds’ with the reality of officially 
sanctioned anti-Semitic and anti-American hatred in their country. 

ADL also created a new Web page, www.adl.org/main_as_arab.asp, 
focusing specifically on anti-Semitism in the Arab and Muslim media. The page is 
continually updated to report articles, cartoons and public statements attacking Jews, 
Israel and the United States — including blood libels, comparisons of Jews to Nazis, 
the writings of Western anti-Semites, and most notably, the “Big Lie” linking Jews and 
Israel to the 9/11 tragedy and charges that Jews control U.S. foreign policy. 


Philadelphia 

The Task Force to Combat Global Anti-Semitism, formed by ADL’s Eastern 
Pennsylvania/Delaware Regional Office, actively monitored Philadelphia-area media 
to track anti-Jewish hatred. The Regional Office mobilized lay leaders to educate 


Jewish and non-Jewish communities about the dangerous rise in anti-Semitism, 
wrote Op-Eds and letters to the editor for area newspapers, and reached out to area 
college students. In addition, the Task Force created a sample High Holiday sermon 
and informational packet which was distributed to over 150 synagogues. 





ADL Poll: Anti-Semitic Attitudes on the Rise 

ADL released a nationwide survey revealing that an increased 
number of Americans hold anti-Semitic attitudes, reversing a 10- 
year decline. According to the poll, 17 percent of Americans — or 
about 35 million — hold “unquestionably anti-Semitic” views. In 
previous ADL surveys over the last decade, the number of Ameri- 
cans with anti-Semitic beliefs had declined, from 20 percent in 1992 
to 12 percent in 1998. 

Disturbingly, the new poll found that 20 percent of Americans 
believe “Jews have too much power in the U.S.” This has replaced 
many of the classical anti-Jewish stereotypes, and for the first time, 
anti-Israel feelings and concern that American Jews have too much 
influence over U.S. Middle East policy are helping to foster anti- 
Semitic beliefs. 

Additionally, one of the survey's most important findings is that 
44 percent of foreign-born Hispanics — more than twice the 
percentage of U.S.-born Hispanics — hold anti-Semitic beliefs. ADL 
National Director Abraham H. Foxman called this a reflection of anti- 
Semitic teachings “in the schools, churches and communities of 
Hispanic nations.” 


European Poll: Echoes of the Past? 

As violence against European Jews rose to a level not seen 
since the Holocaust, including assaults and firebombings, ADL 
surveyed European nations, with disturbing results. According to an 
ADL poll conducted in Belgium, Denmark, France, Germany and 
the United Kingdom, 30 percent of Europeans clung to traditional 
anti-Jewish stereotypes. In a second poll taken in Austria, Italy, the 
Netherlands, Spain and Switzerland, 62 percent of respondents 
believed that recent violence against Jews was the result of anti- 
Israel sentiment rather than an expression of anti-Semitism. 











FIRST IN THE FIGHT AGAINST ANTI-SEMITISM AND HATE

TEACHING CHILDREN TO SAY ‘NO’ TO HATE 





hroughout 2002, the League taught children and young people to 

confront hatred and embrace diversity — working with educators, 
media professionals, and artists to helo young people say “no” to bigotry. For 
while children are not born prejudiced, they can become that way by an early 
age... and left unchallenged, that bias can lead to acts of hate. 


Reading: An Rx for Hatred 

Barnes & Noble and ADL again joined forces to promote reading as an 
antidote to prejudice and violence with the third annual “Close the Book on 
Hate Campaign.” Throughout October, a series of special “Story Times” was 
conducted at Barnes & Noble stores nationwide, some of which called on 
notable civic leaders and artists to read to and lead discussions with children. 
A key resource for the program this year as in the past Is the free ADL-Barnes 
& Noble brochure, Close the Book on Hate: 101 Ways to Combat Prejudice, 
which contains a recommended reading list of books included in the 
campaign. 


A Decade of Anti-Bias Training 

The A WORLD OF DIFFERENCES® Institute commemorated its 10th 
anniversary, and continued to deliver hundreds of anti-bias training programs 
across the U.S. and overseas to classrooms, campuses, workplaces and 
communities. This year marked the launch of a number of exciting new 
programs and initiatives: 


e The Miller Early Childhood Initiative of the A WORLD OF 
DIFFERENCE® Institute expanded its reach to include Palm Beach 
County, in addition to New York/Long Island and Chicago/Upper Midwest. 
The Initiative encourages preschool children to appreciate diversity at an 
age when the seeds of hate can begin to take root, using resources created 
by ADL and the producers of “Sesame Street.” By the July 2003 conclusion 
of the Initiative pilot, funded by The Harvey L. Miller Family Foundation, ADL 
plans to reach more than 2,500 educators and family members, impacting an 
estimated 17,500 children. In Palm Beach County, the program is supported 
by the Quantum Foundation and Children’s Services Council. 


e The NAMES CAN REALLY HURT US Assembly Program, which 
originated in the Connecticut Regional Office, and BECOMING AN ALLY: 
Interrupting Name-Calling and Bullying, two new A WORLD OF 
DIFFERENCE Institute programs, were launched nationally in 2002. Both are 
designed to helo combat name-calling, bullying and harassment in schools. 


Stop the Hate, sponsored by the State of California, continued in 
California schools. The program also launched Hate Comes Home, an 
interactive CD-ROM, across the country. Stoo the Hate uses the A WORLD 
OF DIFFERENCE Institute’s anti-bias training programs to help students and 
educators combat bias and create respectful learning environments. Hate 
Comes Home explores issues of hate-motivated behavior, cultural identity, 
prejudice and discrimination. 


Special educational programs for law enforcement personnel 
were part of ADL's work with law enforcement to combat the threat posed by 
hate groups and extremists to America’s security and democratic values. The 
programs, offered by the A WORLD OF DIFFERENCE Institute, emphasized 
effective strategies for dealing with diverse racial and ethnic groups. 


In Europe, ADL launched a three-year program, commissioned by Austria's 
Ministry of Interior, to bring anti-bias training to law enforcement 
professionals in Vienna, and ADL’s ongoing partnership with the Centre 
Européen Juif d’Information (CEuI) provided Institute programs to educators 
and youth in 12 European countries in 2002. 


e In Israel, ADL’s Israel Office collaborated with the Israeli Ministry of 


Education’s Youth Division to complete its second year of A WORLD OF 
DIFFERENCE Institute anti-bias training. 
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From The A WORLD OF DIFFERENCE: Institute 

e What Would You Do?, a book for elementary school students 
written by participants in Dream Dialogue — part of ADL'’s 
CHILDREN OF THE DREAM® program, which brings Israeli- 
Ethiopian and American students together. The book contains 
stories based on actual incidents of bias and prejudice that were 
experienced by members of the group. Each story engages 
elementary students in a discussion about what it feels like to be 
left out and to explain how each person can make a difference. 
Boys and Girls Club Peer Leadership Activity Guide was created 
as part of ADL's multi-year collaboration with the Boys & Girls 
Clubs of America. It provides interactive exercises for youth 


enrolled in after-school programs, and other stand-alone activities. 


The goals: to help young people develop leadership skills and 
learn how to challenge bigotry in themselves and others. 

All Together! Early Childhood Activity Kitwas developed by ADL, 
with the generous support of the Pritzker Cousins Foundation 
and input from educators across the country. It helos educators 
teach young children respect for and appreciation of racial, 
religious, ethnic and cultural differences, and includes a poster 
series, Jogether Works Better, a copy of Dr. Seuss’ The 
Sneetches and Other Stories; an activity book that includes 10 
activities to be used with children ages 3 through 5; and a list of 
other resources.

Athletics and athletes were the theme of ADL’s 2002-2003 
Memo & Date Book, an annual calendar of understanding that 
highlights the religious and cultural observances of Jews, 
Christians, Muslims, Buddhists, Baha’i, Shinto and others.

Opening Young People’s Eyes 

e Hundreds of students from across the U.S. took part in the 2002 ADL 
Grosfeld Family National Youth Leadership Mission to the United States 
Holocaust Memorial Museum. The Mission brought together student 
delegates from Chicago, Dallas, Detroit, Los Angeles, Miami, New Orleans, 
New York, Orange County, Phoenix, and San Juan, Puerto Rico, for four 
days of AWORLD OF DIFFERENCE Institute and Holocaust education 
workshops. 

e College newspaper editors visited Poland, Bulgaria and Israel to explore 
the history and legacy of the Holocaust and contemporary issues affecting 
the Jewish State on ADL’s 10th Annual Albert Finkelstein Memorial Study 
Mission. The 10th anniversary of the Mission was also marked by a reunion 
event in New York City, attended by more than 40 Mission alumni. 


Fighting Anti-Semitism on Campus 

e ADL and /he New York Times held their second annual colloquium, 
“Extremism Targets the Campus Press: Balancing Freedom and 
Responsibility.” 

More than 80 editors, journalists and administrators representing more 
than 35 colleges and universities took part in the colloquium, which 
explored the issues surrounding advertising campaigns and Op-Ed 
submissions that promote Holocaust denial and other hateful agendas. 
The event included panel discussions with ADL education and civil rights 
staff and members of The New York Times editorial and advertising staff. 

e ADL brought the A CAMPUS OF DIFFERENCE™ program, which helps 
college administrators, faculty members and students learn to examine 
stereotypes, expand cultural awareness, and combat bigotry, to over 
2,200 incoming students at Drexel University in Philadelphia in October 
2002 — the second time Drexel administrators had made use of the 
program. 


Nationwide Outreach Against Hatred and Violence 
e Partners Against Hate (PAH), a national hate crime prevention and 
intervention collaboration between ADL, the Leadership Conference 





Education Fund and the Prevention of Hate Violence Center, provided 
training programs to U.S. communities, and published the Partners 
Against Hate Program Activity Guide and Peer Leadership Manual. 

e Across the U.S., ADL brought more than 200 Confronting Anti-Semitism 
Project training sessions to Jewish students, their parents, and educators. 
The project is based on the ADL publication Confronting Anti-Semitism: 
Myths and Facts, which examines acts of anti-Semitism and longstanding 
stereotypes and myths about Jews. 


Remembering 9/11 

ADL produced Lessons for a Lifetime: Remembering September 11, 
2001, a package of lesson plans, talking points, and other practical tools to 
helo educators and parents address the anniversary of the September 11 
attacks with children. Available on ADL’s new Education Web Page, 
www.adl.org/education, _essons includes 9/117 as History: Tools for 
Educators, a Web-based tool kit designed in collaboration with the non- 
profit research center Families and Work Institute; Discussing Hate and 
Violence with Children, an online and print pamphlet available in English 
and Spanish; and an issue of Dimensions Online — the Web version of the 
longtime leading scholarly journal devoted to Holocaust education — on the 
theme, “The Challenge of Remembering and Commemorating Traumatic 
Events: September 11 and the Holocaust.” 


Leadership for the Future 

Twenty ADL Regional Offices participated in the Steinberg Leadership 
Institute (SLI). This intensive one- or two-year program, founded by sports 
agent Leigh Steinberg, is designed to attract, educate, and integrate 
potential ADL lay leaders. At the end of the Institute program, participants 
attend ADL’s Shana Glass National Leadership Conference in Washington, 
DC, where they receive leadership training and learn about the work of 
ADL’s Government and National Affairs office. In 2002, more than 300 SLI 
participants attended the Leadership Conference.

SUPPORTING THE STATE OF ISRAEL 


hroughout 2002, Israel faced continuous threats and pressure from 

suicide bombings, anti-Israel bias and the heightened tensions 
surrounding the U.S. war with Iraq. ADL vigorously defended the Jewish State 
— in public statements, the media and meetings with U.S. and international 
leaders — sending a strong message that Israel’s actions must be understood 
in terms of her security needs and the relentless hatred of her neighbors and 
their sympathizers. 


Advocating for Israel: An Activist’s Guide 

This vital tool for American Jewish advocacy on behalf of the Jewish 
State, hailed by former American Israel Political Action Committee (AIPAC) 
Arizona Director Rachel Richter as “the finest, most concise reference 
resource | have seen,’ gives readers what they need to know to make Israel's 
case, counter anti-lsrael misinformation and fight for Israel's security. 

Advocating for Israel provides talking points and practical “how-to” tips 
on reaching out to elected officials and the media, addressing issues arising 
in Campus communities, and accessing other informational resources on the 
Internet. 

Advocating for lsrael was distributed to Jewish community organizations, 
campus Hillels and other student groups, members of Congress, government 
officials and the media. It is also available on the ADL Web site, 
www.adi.org, where it is regularly updated. 


Seeking Fairness at the U.N. 

ADL deplored the continuing anti-Israel "tilt" at the United Nations. In 
statements, resolutions and other actions, the international body 
repeatedly condemned Israel while ignoring or downplaying the 
Palestinian role in the Middle East conflict. The League called for U.N. 
leaders and member nations to take a more balanced, fair-minded view of 
the situation, and had numerous meetings with U.N. officials, including 
newly appointed Commissioner for Human Rights Sergio Vieira de Mello, to 
press this view. 





Across the U.S., Making the Case for Israel 


Connecticut —The Connecticut Regional Office formed an Israel Task 
Force, mobilizing lay leaders to participate actively in Israel advocacy by 
educating the Jewish community, developing allies in the Christian 
community and responding to media bias. The Task Force distributed 
thousands of copies of Advocating for Israel. The Connecticut Office 
reached out to college students across the state with advocacy training 
sessions, bias-response programs and a new initiative, the Laurel Vlock 
Campus Lecture Series, which is bringing speakers on Israel, the Middle 
East and anti-Semitism to Connecticut campuses. 

New Mexico — ADL’s New Mexico Regional Office co-sponsored 
“Advocating for Israel: An Activist's Workshop” with the Jewish 
Federation of Greater Alouquerque, Congregation Albert and the 
University of New Mexico Hillel chapter. More than 200 people attended 
the workshop, where they learned strategy and tactics for media 
outreach, lobbying elected officials, and campus organizing to make the 
case for Israel. 

Orange County — ADL’s Orange County/Long Beach Regional Office 
formed an Israel Advocacy Committee. Using Advocating for Israel, 
committee members and staff sooke to non-Jewish groups, attended 
community dialogues, which included Arab-American groups, joined 
panel discussions at local colleges, and met with elected officials to 
relate the concerns of the Jewish community about the Middle East.
